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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-38 are allowed. 

2. The proposed amendments to the specification filed on July 27th, 2006, are 
approved. 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

In interpreting the claims, in light of the specification and the applicant's 
amendments filed July 27th, 2006, the Examiner finds the claimed invention to be 
patentably distinct from the prior art of record. The prior art does not teach all of the 
limitations of the independent claims in combination with the other elements presented. 

The prior art of record teaches network management systems with remotely 
configurable components (Presley, abstract). These configurations can be dynamically 
changed and modified while running. They also allow remote configuration from outside 
interfaces and enable a variety of forms of operator interaction with their settings 
(Masterson). The prior art also teaches the use of an extensible format in configuring a 
networking system (Masterson). 

However, as per claims 1-38, the prior art fails to teach a network management 
system, where the configuration information includes device connection information, 
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capacity and receive utilization information, and fault/problem information, where the 
configuration is also being maintained while running from a central database, where it is 
modified by change requests from multiple interfaces both in and outside the network, 
and where it is synchronized from appropriate network devices when access from 
multiple interfaces causes configuration information to become outdated. 
Consequently, the prior art does not teach all of the limitations of the independent 
claims in combination with the other elements presented.
